ALDERMAN BARNES 


DIES SUDDENLY 


Was Preparing to Leave Hos- 
pital After 12-Day Phys- 
ical Examination. 


Alderman Harry H. Barnes of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward died unex- 
pectedly at. Missouri Baptist Hos- 


| pital at 11:30 o'clock this morning. 


He had dressed preparatory to 


leaving the hospital after a general 


physical examination lasting 12 


days. 

Death was caused by acute dila- 
tion of the heart. Dr. David C. 
Todd, his physician, had told Mrs. 
Barnes five minutes before to call 
for her husband. The Alderman 
had been troubled by a chronic 
cough and neuritis. His doctor told 
him to return to work on a re- 
duced schedule aficr resting at his 
country place near Manchester. 

A nurse found Mr. Barnes semi- 
conscious in his room and he died 
as an interne arrived. He was 57 
years old and resided at 7035 West 
Park avenue. 

lor years Mr. Barnes was west- 
ern agent for the Axton-Fislier To- 
bacco Co. Previously he was a 
union printer for years, and at one 
time he edited a labor publication. 

In the primary in March, 1931, 
Mr. Barnes defeated Chauncey J. 
Krueger for the Republican nom- 
ination for Alderman from the big 
Twenty-fourth Ward. Krueger, who 
was supported by Mayor Miuiller’s 
forces, had been Alderman, but was 
opposed because he favored an un- 
popular street opening. Mr. Barnes 
was elected last April. He was 
friendly to the political factions of 
Charles Hertenstem and former 
Mayor Kiel and was considered un- 
friendly to Miller. His principal 
speech in the Board of Aldermen 
was made recently in opposition to 
the administration’s amusement tax 
bill, which was killed. 

Neighborhood meetings on pro- 
posed improvements were called by 
Mr. Barnes as Alderman and he 
backed opposition to some better- 
ments. He was interested in Board 

f Education affairs. 

Successors to Mr. Barnes and Al- 
derman George Meisinger of the 
Tenth Ward, who died recently, will 
be chosen at the November elec- 
tion. Nominations will be made by 
the party committees after the pri- 
mary. In the meantime the board 
will have a membership of 27 in- 
stead of 29.

wai Inn?” (From which Mrs. Mas- 
sie strolled just before she was 
seized.) 

“Yes,” she replied. 

Darrow asked her what time she 
left the dance the night of the at- 
She said it was about 11:35 
p. m..and that she intended to walk 
to a corner and back. Mrs. Massie 
testified she was tired and was not 
enjoying the party. 

Massie paled as his wife began 
her story. Mrs. Fortescue’s eyes 
filled with tears. 

Mrs. Massie testified she went 
from in front of the inn 
lakaua avenue, but turned dows 
John Ena road because it was 
better lighted. 

Testimony on Assault Barred. 

Prosecutor Kelley stopped her. 

“We are not retrying the assault 
case,” he said.

FIRING BEGINS AT 
BREAKFAST TABLE 


Man Leaves Room and Re- 
turns With Revolver Af- 
ter Argument About Ex- 
penses of House. 


Joseph Ebner, a former ma- 
chinist 04 Judson avenue, Alton, 
shot and killed a man boarding at 
his home, wounded his invalid wife, 
Mrs. Louise Ebner, and a woman 
boarder, and then killed himself 
shortly after 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Three other residents of the 
house whom he attempted to shoot 
escaped injury. 

Six persons were at breakfast in 
the kitchen of the Ebner home 
when a quarrel arose between Eb- 
ner and his wife over the $39 light 
pill at the house. In addition to 
Ebner and his wife, whois 58 
years old: those at the table were 
Frank W. Schneider, 68, city 
weighmaster of Alton, and a broth- 
er of Mrs. Ebner’s first husband; 
Mrs. Mary Potts, 68, a boarder; 
Theodore Scheibe, 58, a nephew of 
Mrs. Ebner, and Mrs. Anna Ben- 
nett, the housekeeper. 

Leaving the table, Ebner went to 
the garage in the rear of the house 
and returned with his hand on 4 
revolver in his pocket. He threat- 
ened Scheibe, asking if he “had 
any right” to be living at the house. 
Mrs. Ebner, who was in a wheel- 
chair, joined with Scheibe in de- 
fending his right to stay at the 
house and Ebner, enraged, drew the 
revolver and began firing. 

Mrs. Ebner was shot in the neck 
and Schneider killed by a bullet in 
the head as they sat in the kitchen. 
Scheibe and Mrs. Bennett were 
fired upon as they fled to the back 
yard. Mrs. Potts was shot in the 
right side as Ebner pursued her 
‘through the house. 

Mrs. Edith Hausman, a daughter 
of Mrs.’ Bennett, went downstairs 
from the second floor when she 
heard the shooting, and Abner at- 
tempted to fire at her, but had ex- 
hausted his ammunition. He then 
ran to the garage for more and shot 
himself in the head. Scheibe said 
Ebner had ‘often charged his wife 
with bringing others to the house, 
and that they were not paying ex- 
penses.

Clara Fish, 19-year-old house- 
maid who slashed her employer, 
Mrs. Reba Maddux, to death with 
a razor last Oct. 30 in a lonely spot 
on the western outskirts of Kirk- 
wood, pleaded guilty of second- 
degree rnurder before Circuit Judge 
Mueller at Clayton this afternoon, 
and was sentenced to life impris- 
onment. 

Thirty minutes after she had 
been sentenced, Walter Maddux, 
crippled laborer and husband of 
the slain woman, who has previ- 
ously admitted intimacies between 
himself and the housemaid, was 
arrested in the Prosecuting Atior- 
ney’s office on a warrant charg- 
ing murder. He was ordered hld 
without bond pending preliminary 
hearing on May 4. 

The warrant was issued on co.n- 
plaint of Joseph Fish of Arab, Mo., 
father of Mrs. Maddux’s slaycr, 
who refused to say op what in- 
formation he based his charge. 
Presumably it was founded on 
statements made by his daughter, 
who had previously charged Mad- 
dux with various degrees of com- 
plicity in the murder. 

Fish mentioned a blood-stained 
pair of coveralls found near the 
scene of the killing some weeks 
after the murder. as part of the 
evidence on which he made his 
affidavit. Whether the blood was

SLASH IN WAGES | 


These Consumed 70 Pct. of 
Last Year’s Funds—Cites 
Refusal of Judges to 
Trim Salaries Voluntarily 


“Ruthless” cutting of city expen- 


» ditures will de necessary to balance 


the municipal budget for 1982-33, 
the Bureau of Municipal Research 
says in a bulletin issued today. 
The bureau, a private research 
body, holds that expenditures sub- 
ject to budget conirol must be re- 
duced 20 pe. cent, instead of the 
10 per cent proposed by the city 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. It declares a graduated sal- 
ary cut for city employes, with an 
exemption for small salaries, to be 


- advisable. 


“The total reduction which must 
be made,” the bureau says, “re- 
quires an average cut of approxi- 
mately i3 per cent in every item of 
expense in last year’s budget. But 
the expenditures-relating to police, 
elections, courts and a few other 
activities, are partiaNy or wholly 
removed form budget control. Cir- 
cuit Judges, for example, have re- 
fused the suggestion that they ac- 
cept a cut in salary. The average 
cut of 13 per cent must therefore 
be increased to some 20 per cent 
in order to obtain the necessary to- 
tal economies from the  depart- 
mental expenditures under full 
budget control. 

“In contrast with this cut of 20 
per cent, the Board of 
and Apportionment has requested 
department heads to make a cut of 
Manifestly this 
reduction will be inadequate. 

Salaries Bulk of Expense. 
“Since salaries and wages consti- 
tuted slightly more than 70 per 
cent of last year’s appropriations, it 
is imperative to eliminate all ex- 
cept absolutely necessary- positions. 
‘The measures taken will need to 
be much more ruthless than those 
thus far suggested, especially since 
jhospital services, which are meet- 
ing heavy demands, cannot be cut 
‘as much as other departments. The 
Comptroller has recently set an ex- 
‘cellent example for department 
‘heads by eliminating seven em- 
‘ployes no longer needed. Em- 
|ployes who are eliminated should 
receive preference in civil service 
‘examinations which are held, the 
large turnover in city service thus 
reabsorbing them. 

“Unless new taxes are voted, a 

20 per cent reduttion must be 


_ made in last year’s expenditures by 


departments under budget control. 
It seems unlikely that this will be 
accomplished by eliminating posi- 
tions and economizing on general 
costs. Recourse must be had to a 
salary cut. It would seem more 
humane to work out a graduated 
cut with an exemption for small 
Salaries, rather than to apply a 
flat reduction which makes no dis- 
tinction between the small and 
large salary brackets. 

Wants Police to Trim Costs. 

“The Police Department should 

contribute more help in this emer- 
gency than it has. Police requests 
are $209,000, or only 3.8 per cent, 
below last year’s expenditures, far 
less than the average cut which de- 
partments under budget control 
must take. The Police Department 
could volunteer a salary cut such 
as grade school teachers have re- 
cently offered.”’ : 

The bureau's bulletin’ reviews 
the progress of the pending budget 
bill, and tells of the requests made 
by various organizations for reduc- 
tion in city expenditures, and of 
the cut of 10 per cent in real estate 
assessments, which will be one of 
several factors in reducing the city’s 
revenue for the coming year. The 
Comptroller's office, it is stated, has 
not given out any estimate as to 
revenues available for the coming 
fiscal year. Without such an esti- 
mate, it is stated, the budget can- 
not be balanced with any certainty. 

Bureau Gives Figures. _ 

Comptroller Nolte’s estimate of 
$2,500,000 as the amount of reduc- 
tion in expenditures necessary to 
balance the budget is cited. To this, 
the bureau adds $578,000,  repre- 
senting the past year’s increase in 
the budget deficit, making $3,078,- 
000 the amount by which, it holds, 
expenditures must be reduced as 
compared with those of last year. 

The bureau's $3,078,000  esti- 
mate, it is stated, omits any pos- 

ble excess of unemployment relief 

ppropriations over the two special 
taxes enacted for the purpose. It 
also omits the Election Board's re- 
quested increase of $539,000. 

“It is to be hoped,” the bureau 
says, “that this sum can und will 
be materially reduced.” The EHlec- 
tion Board's expenses are always 
much larger in presidential election 
years, when the pay of election offi- 
cials and the rent of polling places 
must be paid not only for the elec- 
tion and primary, but for the four- 
day registration period. The $209,- 
000 decrease accepted by the Po- 
lice Department will help toward 
the increased Election Board cost, 
the bulletin says,

happened after he had stood before 
Kahahawai and heard him confess 
the attack, Dr. Williams admitted 
an abnormal mental condition 
might have been present without 
inducing amnesia “‘but other condi- 
tions make it very probable there 
was amnesia.” Dr. Williams said 
Massie’s adrenal glands probably 
had been extremely overactive on 
account of worry. 

Ulrich then asked if Dr. Williams 
recently had _ testified that the 
glands of Winnie Ruth Judd, con- 
victed slayer of two women in Ari- 
zona, were not normal. The wit- 
ness answered yes, but when Ul- 
rich began to question him further 
about Mrs. Judd’s condition, George 
S. Leisure, Darrow’s associate, ob- 
jected and asked Judge Charles §. 
Davis to have the questioning con- 
fined to the present case. 

If a question were permitted 
tending to show whether Williams 
had been right or wrong in the 
Judd case, Leisure said, it’ would 
be “necessary for the defense to 
show him right. 

Doctors Misled, Prosecutor Suggests 

“Isn’t it true,” asked Ulrich, 
“that in many cases where insan- 
ity pleas are introduced and doctors 
go into a huddle, the insanity plea 
emerges because the doctors are 
misled either unknowingly or pur- 
posely?” Darrow objected, was 
overruled and took an exception. 

“Yes,” replied Dr. Williams, “but 
often doctors when they find out 
the purpose of the huddle, won't 
go into the case.” 

Reading from a book by Dr. 
Williams a passage which said the 
introduction of medical experts in 
trials was “unscientific, partisan 
and undignified.” Williams admit- 
ted it, explaining it was written in 
support of passage of a California 
law whereby the Judge appoints 
alienists when they are used. 

Indications of Amneésia. 

“Do you think it is an indica- 
tion of amnesia?” Ulrich pursued, 
“when a man sits staring ‘straight 
ahead when caught with a man’s 
body?” Dr. Williams said he did. 

“Do you think it abnormal for 
him to shake hands with himself 
when congratulated on something 
he had been wanting to do for 
several months and which his 
friends had been urging him to 
do?” “Yes, I think it’s. silly.” 

“But that’s a long way from be- 
ing insane, doctor.” : 

As Ulrich went along he hinted 
several times that Massie killed 
Kahahawai after being urged to Go 
sq by friends. Dr. Williams then 
went into a discussion of adrenal 
glands. 

“When they tried to photograph 
your chemically insane man after 
the shooting, he hid his face with 
his hands," said Ulrich. “Would 
this be an indication of amnesia?” 
“It might or might not,” said Dr. 
Williams. “Probabry a defense ‘re- 
action.” 


“Mental Derangement.” 

Dr. Thomas H. Orbison, testify- 
ing yesterday, termed Massie’s ail- 
ment as “delirium with ambulatory 
automatism,” which he reduced to 
plain “mental derangement” when 
Darrow asked him for a simplified 
definition. The 12 men in the jury 
box exhibited signs of interest. 

“Massie told me,” said the alien- 
ist, “that, in the moment Kahaha- 
wal uttered the words ‘We done it,' 
he didn’t know what happened. I

When 
I arrived I was told this was not 
a charity case, but that they had 
taken up ae collection and, al- 
though they didn’t believe it was 
one-tenth of what I probably ex- 
pected to receive, it was all they 
could pay.” 

Prosecutor J. C. Kelley an- 
nounced Dr. Paul Bowers, Los An- 
geles alienist, would arrive tomor- 
row to testify for the prosecution 
regarding the insanity claim of 
Lieut. Massie. He announced he 
expected to call Dr. Robert Faus, 
City and County Physician, also to 
dispute the defense plea of insanity. 


TRYING TO TRACE KIDNAPERS 
THROUGH CHILD IN HOSPITAL 


Abducted Girl Says Youngster at 
House Where She Was Kept 
Swallowed Pin.

PHILADELPHIA, April 20. — 
Search of hospital records hére for 
a child who swallowed a pin was 
made today in an effort to find 
the kidnapers of Hilda Brodsky, 8 
years old, of Wilmington, Del. 

The girl, who was kidnaped Fri- 
day while on her way to school 
and released Sunday, told police 
she hau been kept in two houses 
here and that in one of these a 
child swallowed a pin and medical 
aid was necessary for it. 

The identity of the man and 
woman who kidnaped Hilda and a 
Philadelphia man who aided in the 
plot is known, police said. Wil- 
mington authorities said the direc- 
tor of the plot is known and will 
be arrested as soon as the others 
are captured. 

Georges Black, superintendent of 
Wilmington police, thinks the ab- 
duction was engineered by a black- 
hand gang who had a grudge 
against Hilda’s father, Harry Brod- 
sky, a hosiery jobber.

The change 
was made, he said, to enable it to 
proceed with the other provinces of 
India towards a greater measure of 
self-government,

DISPUTE OVER STORY: 
OF TITANIC ‘SURVIVOR’ 


Briton Says That He, Not Destitute 
Man in California, Was 
Second Mate. 

PUTNEY-ON-THAMES, En- 
gland, April 20.—Charles H.' Ligh- 
toller, second mate on the Titanic 
when she sank in 1912, received re- 


ports from Santa Rosa, Cal., that 
he was destitute in a hospital there, 
with high good humor yesterday. 
“Bless my soul,” he said, “I am 
still going strong. I have not been 
in the States since I gave up the 
sea in 1923 arid ’Frisco hasn’t seen 
me since the days of sailing ships.”

SANTA ROSA, Cal., April po.— 
Charles Herbert Lightholder, elder- 
ly patient at the Sonoma County 
Hospital here insists he was the 
second mate of the liner Titanic, 
despite the claims of Charles H.

INPORTATION OF PULPWOOD 


SETS RECORD FOR 3 MONTHS 


Tariff Commission Draws No Con- 
clusions in Connection With 
Levy. 


Praeposed 
By the/Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.— The 
Tariff Commission reported today 
to t Senate that there had been 
a record importation of pulpwood 
during the“first quarter of this 
year but it voiced no opinion 
whether jts study had led it to 
conclude that a duty shotild be im- 
posed. 

The commission said the connec- 
tion between the heavy imports 
and the depreciation of currency 
in pulp producing countries was 
not altogether clear in view of 
contracts that had been let for 
European pulp before the currency 
change. Its report was based upon 
an investigation ordered by the 
Senate to determine the effect of 
the depreciation of foreign curren- 
cy upon importations of pulp into 
the United States. 

The report avoided any conclu- 
sion in the contest now going on 
before the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee regarding a tariff on wood 
pulp and pulp wood. 

The commission said there has 
been a substantially unbroken in- 
crease in United States consump- 
tion of wood pulp for a series of 
years preceding 1929, but, “in har- 
mony with the general decline in 
industry and commerce, there was 
a decrease in the consumption in 
1930 and a further decrease in 
1931.”

“Would Give Legal Foothold. - 

“Society women masquérading ifn 
the name of temperance but work- 
ing for repeal which means the re- 
legalization of the liquor power in 
America, wet women who claim to 
deplore speakeasies, but who pub- 
licly at a legislative hearing refuse 
to do anything to get rid of them, 
have failed.

ent of Los Angeles City Schools, 


Miss Vida Milholland, New York, 
member of the Woman's Commit- 
tee for Law Enforcement, advo- 
cated withdrawing from the medi- 
cal profession the privilege of pre- 
scribing liquor. - 

“The medical profession,” she 
said, “is one of the most honorabie 
in the world, but facts prove that 
some of its members are no more 
capable of withstanding the boot- 
legger’s bribe than individuals of 
other professions.’* 

Mrs. A, Haines Lippincott, Cam- 
den, N. J., chairman of the New 
Jersey Committee of the Women's 
National Committee for Law En- 
forcement, said: “New Jersey has 
an unsavory reputation in regard 
to the enforcement of the eight- 
eenth amendment.

League, said “the people of Mis- 
souri approve of the prohibition of 
the legalized liquor iraffic both as 
a State and as a national policy. 

Experience has shown that there 
is no such thing as state rights

Representatives of the Woman's 
National Committee for Law En- 
forcement today presented to Presi- 
dent Hoover a resolution declaring 
they would not support “a dry can- 
didate on a wet platform” of eith- 
er party. 

Mrs. Henry W. Peabody, Nation- 
al Chairman of the Committee, de- 
clared she read the resolution to 
President Hoover after entering 
his office at the head of about a 
dozen women officers of the organ- 
ization. 

The resolution demanded “a 
more rigid enforcement of the 
(prohibition) law with full appro- 
priations needed for such enforce- 
ment.” 

It expressed appreciation for 
members of Congress. standing 
“against all opposition” to the 
eighteenth amendment. 

The resolution concluded: 

“Be it resolved, that we cannot 
accept any recommendation by 
either party to present a dry can- 
didate on a wet platform since we 
could not trust the sincerity of any 
candidate willing to lend himself 
to such a plan.” 


Mrs. Peabody said she also had 
presented to Hoover a pamphlet 
prepared by her organization, list- 
ing statements made by him on the 
eighteenth amendment. She de- 
clared each of the statements, be- 
ginning in March, 1925 and end- 
ing last October presented “clear 


| testimony” of the President's sup- 


port of the dry law. 

Declare Support for Hoover. 

Mrs Peabody said members of 
her delegation had declared to Mr. 
Hoover their support of his candi- 
dacy. “Mr. Hoover is our man.” 
Mrs. Peabody said. “We trust him 
not to accept any wet or doubtful 
plank in the Republican platform. 
We trust him, but we do not trust 
some members of the Republican 
party who are seeking to insert a 


tion.”’ 

Mrs. Peabody said one portion 
of the resolutions read to the 
President referred to Ambassador 
Mellon, who was recently reported 
from London as allowing wine to 
be used in the United States Em- 
bassy. That section of the resolu- 
tions read: 

“We respectfully suggest that

10 PUT BEER PARADE 
UPTO BUSINESS MEN} 


Mayor to Ask Them if -T hey 
Wish to Join in and Finance 
_ . Demonstration. »: 


Business organizations will be 
asked by Mayor Miller whether 
they wish to take part in a beer 
on the model of Mayor 
James J. Walker’s proposed New 
York demonstration, Saturday, aft- 
ernoon, May 14. They will also be 
asked whether they wish to con- 
tribute to the cost of the parade, 
which has not been officially esti- 
mated, but which was -placed at 
$10,000 or $15,000 in the discus- 
sion held by the Board of Alder- 


men yesterday. 

The task of organizing the pa- 
rade was placed on the Mayor by 
the Board of Aldermen when it 
voted, 15 to 11, in favor of the 
proposed demonstration. The May- 
or, who was present at the board 
meeting, said at first he would ap- 
point the 15 supporters of the plan 
to conduct the parade and raise 
the money. ~Later he decided to 
send out a letter to business organ- 
izations. 

The Mayor said today he had 
not completed the list of, organiza- 
tions whigh he would ask for opin- 
ions on the parade. He and Sec- 
retary Jules Field named offhand, 
these organizations, to which they 
said others would be added in mak- 
ing up the list: 

Chamber of Commerce, Bar As- 
sociation, Industrial Club, Medical 
Society, Engineering Club, Associ- 
ated Industries, Associated Retail- 
ers, Merchants’ Exchange, Central 
Trades and Labor Union, Building 
Trades Council, South St. Louis 
Business Men’s Association, Nortb 
St. Louis Business Men’s Associa- 
tion, League of Women Voters, 
Women’s Organization for Nation- 
al Prohibition Reform, and the 
Crusaders, men’s anti-prohibition 
organization. 

The letter to be sent to these and 
other bodies, the Mayor said, would 
contain the resolution adopted by 
the Aldermen, and would ask for 
an expression as to whether the 
parade should be held, and whether 
the organization was willing to par- 
ticipate in it, by taking part in the 
line of march and by making a 
subscription toward the cost. 

If enough favorable replies are 
received, the Mayor expects to go 
ahead with plans for the parade. If 
the response is not favorable, the 
matter may be dropped, so far as 
the Mayor’s office is concerned. 

Mayor Miller was opposed to the 
parade, before the aldermen acted 
yesterday. Secretary Field said to- 
day that Collector Koeln and Sher- 
iff Strodtman, with whom he has 
talked about the matter, did not 
favor the parade. 

Alderman Frank Wetzel of the 
Sixteenth Ward, in advocating the 
parade at yesterday’s Board meet- 
ing, said both, the employed and 
the unemployed would take part in 
large numbers. The members op- 
posing the plan said they were in 
favor of the return of legalized beer 
but that a parade would show only 
what is already well known con- 
cerning the prevailing sentiment 
here, and would be a useless ex- 
pense. Two members, Aldermea 
Schwartz and Neu, also argued that 
it was not wise to encourage large 
mass demonstrations, for any pur- 


}pose, under present conditions. 


The directors of the South Broad- 
way Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
Association yesterday afternoon in- 


__qdorsed the parade and pledged 


moral and financial support. The 
secretary of the Building Trades 
Council, Maurice Cassidy, previ- 
ously spoke in favor of it, but the 
labor organizations have not acted 
on it.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—A vir- 
tual agreement to give President 
Hoover ‘power to reorganize certain 
parts of the Government to effect 
savings was reached today by a 
majority of the House Economy 
Committee. 

Representative Williamson (Rep.), 
South Dakota, was instructed by 
Chairman McDuffie to revamp his 
proposal to authorize the chief ex- 
ecutive to effect the reorganization. 
It is to be inserted into the $200,- 
000,000 retrenchment omnibus bill. 

Mr. Hoover requested Congress 
to give him this power. William- 
son, ranking Republican’ on the Ex- 
penditures Committee and author 
of several consolidation bills that 
have been enacted,~sponsored the 
legislation. 

Although details of the proposal 
are to be worked out, the commit- 
tee indicated it planned that the 
President make certain changes in 
the Government, subject to ap- 
proval by Congress. 

The committee struck from the 
retrenchment prégram provisions 
limiting certain allowances, pen- 
sions and free hospitalization to 
World War veterans. 

The estimated savings from the 
provisions eliminated amount to 
about $28,000,000. The vote ras

A recent meéting of the council 
was devoted to a study of means for 
increasing recreation facilities in} 
the emergency need of preventing 
forces toward social and moral dis- 
integration from arising in enforced 
idleness. 

“The Real Estate Exchange at- 
tempted to tell the School Board 
where economies might:be made in 


our public school system in order 
to reduce taxes,” commented Miss 
Howell. “Among other things, this 
amazing plan was propounded: Cut 
down the number of employes to 
one caretaker on each playground, 
and put the recreational activities 
in charge of Boy Scouts, 


“There is probably little danger 
that the School Board of the city 
of St. Louis will listen to any such 
proposal. It is almost unbelievable, 
however, that anyone can believe 
that activities directed by children 
can be a positive, constructive in- 
fluence on a community. 


“St. Louis can afford only .the 
best -possible supervision for its 
recreational activities. Its present 
supervision needs improvement. It 
certainly cannot stand any step 
backwards in a time when unem- 
ployment is weakening home influ- 
ences, and when more and more the 
factors of poverty, unemployment 
and misfit employment are pressing 
in upon our children.” 


Pointing out that families now 
are unable to provide recreation 
for their children, and that unem- 
ployment is producing depressed 
and dangerous states of mind, Al- 
fred H. Wyman of the Park and 
Playground Association declared 
the time called for increased op- 
portunity for recreation. He cited 
that 1710 children playing in the 
streets were killed by automobiles 
last year in the United States. 


Remarking that “idleness breeds 
misbehaviour,” and that Warden 
Lawes of Sing Sing estimated three- 
fourths of criminals became so be- 
fore they reached 21, he said, “It 
costs $430 or more a year to sup- 
port a delMquent boy in a reform- 
atory. It costs. only a few dollars 
at the most for the program for a 
child on a public playground. 
Which is cheaper, in terms of citi- 
zenship or in tersm of dollars? 

“The cost of preventable disease 
is a heavy burden to the taxpayer. 
Adequate recreational facilities 
would serve to cut down this cost. 
Mentally, play also spells health 
for the child. His greatest happi- 
ness is in play. How many sui- 
cides knew how to play?” .»

$403,071 SPENT FOR RELIEF 
FOR 14,943 FAMILIES IN 1932 


Provident Association Head Reports 
on Work During First 
Quarter of Year. 

Provident Association, largest of 
the Citizens’ Committée relief agen- 
cies, spent $403,071 during the first 
quarter of 1932 in providing mate- 
rial relief for 14,943 families, Sam- 
uel C, McCluney, president of the 
association, has reported. The cost 
of material relief in 1931, when 
18,804 families were helped, was 
$629,950. 

Relief needs have continued to 
rise, McCluney said, but a slight 
decline is expected for April. Only 
@ small decrease is expected during 
the summer months, McCluney said, 
and unless business conditions jm- 
prove by autumn there will be a 
further increase in demands for 
relief beginning with August. 

Last month the Provident Asso- 
ciation assisted 10,660 families, 
compared with 9371 in February 
and 6907 in March a year ago. The 
cost of relief was $160,091, which 
compares with $49,785 in March,

Committee Reports to Ameri- 
can Engineering Council on 
Needs of State. °

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Mis- } 


souri’s 114 counties, formed before 
the motor transportation era, could 
wisely be reduced to 40, the Mis- 
souri Committee on: Engineers and 
Employment reported today toAhe 


American Engineering Council 
headquarters here. The report, one 
of 45 from various parts of the 
country, was signed by E. M. Stay- 
ton of Independence, chairman of 
the committee. 

The report'declared that. the 
“greatest waste and _ greatest 
abuses” in American public admin- 
istration was in county go0vern- 
ment, ) 

“Perhaps the greatest single 
abuse,”’ said the report, “that pre- 
vails in our various governments, 
local, state or national, is that of 
taxation. Certainly there is noth- 
ing scientific about the system now 
prevailing in Missouri. The whole 
question needs a complete, exhaus- 
tive and scientific study to develop 
something like a fair and sensible 
system of taxation.”’ 

County Court Terms. 

The Missouri investigators found 
that many county boards and com- 
missions in the State were acting 
without responsibility to some def- 
initely consfituted departments or 
to 2 publie official. 

This work, the committee report- 
ed, should be assigned to some in- 
dividual who would be held defi- 
nitely responsible for the results. 

“The county court,” the report 
continued, “should have fulJl and 
complete authority over the expen- 
diture of all moneys, and in the 
larger counties ,it might be well 
to provide that the court might ap- 
point a county manager. Several 
county_officials now elected should 
be appointed by the court to bring 
about a higher degree of efficiency 
and harmony. This'is especially 
so of such an officer as the high- 
way engineer. 

“It would probably be weil if 
the Judges were elected fora 
longer period. A suggestion has 
been made that they hold office 
for six years and that one be elect- 
ed every two years. It is evident 
that considerable advantage would 
result from such a system.’”’ 

Need for Improvements, 

The committee reported that Mis- 
souri was well supplied with office 
space, apartments and hotels but 
that much remained to be done in 
the way of public improvements 
such as the building of sewers, wa- 
ter works, streets, highways, 
schools, churches and recreational 
structures. 

“There is scarcely a town or city 
in the State,’ the report said, “that 
is not in need of some, if not all, 
of these improvements, and this is 
especially true of our small vil- 
lages. In order to keep employ- 
ment on a more uniform basis, 
cities and towns should be pre- 
pared to do their public improve, 
ment in periods of depression.” 

The committee said that it had 
found a large amount of construc- 
tion was badly needed for carrying 
of water to suburban communities 
and for the supply of small towns 
and villages. This work, said the 
committee, should be left largely 
to private enterprise where possi- 
ble.

The best fighting days in this 
city’s. history were those when 
Charles H. Haughton conducted 
his shows, from 1900 to 1906. 
And when he quit he left with 
his life insurance in hock, and 
with the memory of many diffi- 
culties and hardships endured. 

When Tommy Sullivan took 
up the promotion of boxing 
many were his ups and downs— 
always ending in downs. Year 
after year Sullivan’s Future City 
Athletic Club barely netted him 
a living. 

Many times he had to go to 
his friend, Marion Lambert, and 
borrow the wherewithal to pay 
off his fighters. 

One or two good years came 
during the post-war period— 
years when we had some “local 
prides’—and then came the de- 
cline. Promoter succeeded pro- 
moter, all giving up in disgust. 
One of them, Gene Straus, had a 
good year on paper, handling 
more than $80,000 in gate re- 
ceipts for fewer than a dozen 
shows, only to finish with a bare 
profit of $400. 

No promoter in recent years 
has dons much better than exist, 
and many have lost money, in- 
cluding the former fighter, Ben- 
ny McGovern, who not long ago 
backed Tommy Sullivan for one 
season and quit heavily in the 
red. 

In the face of this record of 
boxing. it certainly seems that 
one must look deeper for the 
causes of failure than alleged 
nagging bys an unsympathetic 


commissioner.

What Ails Boxing.

During the few periods when 
really good St. Louis boxers have 
earned national recognition, or 
even local approval, the’ Coli- 
seum was packed. It would be 
again if we had a standout near 
champion or two. 

Champions are seldom seen 
here against good men because 
of the exorbitant demands of 
the fighters. When one shows 
here it usually is against setup. 

Since the rise of Dempsey and 
his “knock ’em dead” wallop, 
unless Opponents knock down 
each other or score a knockout 
after a bloody fight, many pa- 
trons say, “Ho, hum,” and stay 
away the next time. It’s a thrill 
they want, not a boxing contest. 


Influence of Wrestling. 


ND lastly, there is wrestling 

which, under highly central- 
ized .ontrol, is able to do all the 
things that boxing is not. 

If there is no “local pride” 
wrestling creates one. 

If a champion is needed to 
stimulate interest, he is brought 
in. 

If thrills are wanted, they are 
provided to the limit; and 
whether the action is simulated 
or not, it serves the purpose and 
grips the onlooke.. 

Furthermore, under the wres- 
tling system, the athletes take 
their “bit” as it comes. If the 
house is meager, so is their 
share. When it is good the head- 
liners profit and the others get 
a living. Wrestlers ranked 
among the first ten appear in 
preliminaries one night and in 
the main event the next. At 
times four or five of the best 
known names in the country are 
on the same program. But who 
ever heard of a wrestler com- 
plaining of his guarantee or ob- 
jecting to his position on the 
night’s program? 

Prices are made _ reasonable 
with the times and it must be 
said that the details of promo- 
tion in wrestling have been 
handed in a more business-like 
way than most of the boxing 
Promotion we have seen. 

All of which should account in 
part for some of boxing’s trou- 
bles.

PRIEST, TWO STUDENTS 
CLIMB ALASKAN PEAK 


Make Winter Ascent of Katmai 
Volcano — Travel Over 
Moving Ice Blocks. 


By the Associated Press. 

‘SEWARD, Alaska, April 20.—A 
special dispatch to the Seward 
Gateway from Chignik on the Alas- 
ka peninsula tells of a new exploit 
of the Rev. Bernard Hubbard, 
known as the glacier priest. 


The dispatch says Father Hub- 
bard, professor of geology at Santa 
Clara University, California, with 
two companions climbed Katmal 
volcano across from Kodiak Island. 
it was the first time the peak has 
been climbed in winter. 

Father Hubbard’s party landed 
on Katmai Beach March 24. Ken- 
neth Chisholm and Jack Morton, 
students at the University, were hir 
companions. 

The trip almost ended in disas- 
ter because of the lateness in start- 
ing. The party was held up three 
weeks waiting for a dog team from 
the interior. The Katmai River ice 
broke suddenly and the explorers 
pulled their sled and supplies over 
moving ice blocks, floundering 
waist deep in the icy water while 
struggling back to Shelikoff Strait. 

Most of the food was lost but all 
photographic and scientific data 
was saved. The boat which was 
supposed to call for them did not 
arrive. Two weeks later. the crew 
of the motorship Polar Bear saw 
emoke signals of the marooned par- 
ty on Katwai Beach and rescued 
the men and dogs. 

With no game in the desolate re- 
gion around Katmai Beach, the 
men were forced to eat dog meat 
and shell fish. ‘They were in a 
weakened condition from the un- 
usual diet. 

The party is now on the Polar 
Bear on the way to Unimax Island, 
Eastern Aleutians, where Father 
Hubbard plans to climb Mount 
Shishaldin, which has been in erup- 
tion this spring. 


FATHER DEMPSEY’S GUESTS 
DECREASING IN NUMBERS 


Many Have Gone to Country and 
Others Find Odd Jobs 
in City. 

The steadily decreasing numbers 
of unemployed men applying for 
food at Father “Tim’’ Dempsey’s 
relief station at 1209 North Sixth 
street is attributed by him to the 
fact that many of the men have 
gone to the country and others are 
working at odd jobs around the 
city.

ACQUITTED IN CHICAGO RIOT 


\. Alleged Reds Freed; Judge De- 


nounces Jury.

CHICAGO, April 20.—Twelve al- 


leged communists, charged with 
participating in a riot March 12 on 
Michigan boulevard near the Chi- 
cago Tribune Tower, were acquitted 
last night by a jury in Municipal 
Court after three hours’ delibera- 
tion. 

Defense attorneys attributed ac- 
tions of the defendants to lack of 
employment and asked the jurors 
“to put yourself in the place of the 
unemployed who took part in the 
riot.”” Judge Thomas A. Green de- 
nounced the jury for its verdict 
and discharged it from further duty 
in his court. He said the veriict 
was not in keeping with the. evi- 
dence.

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Conference Approves Proposal in Principle, 


Soviet Delegate Alone Dissenting 


—Secretary Stimson Active. ©

GENEVA, April 20.—The world 


disarmament conference approved 
today the principle of reduction of 


armaments “to the lowest point 
consistent with national safety and 
the enforcement by common action 
of international obligations.” 

Approval of the proposal in 
principle was opposed only by 
Maxim Litvinoff, head of ~ the 
Soviet delegation. Litvinoff said 
the action was not related to any 
effort to secure genuine disarma- 
ment, 

Following the American and Ital- 
ian proposals last week, Sir John 
Simon, British Foreign Minister, 
proposed a resolution indorsing the 
principle of “qualitative” disarm- 
ment, that is, the prohibition. of 
certain classes and types of weap- 
ons. 

Secretary of State Henry L. 
Stimson, who attended yesterday, 
received W. W. Yen, Chinese 
spokesinan, today and entertained 
Sir John Simon at lunch. 

Sir John’s proposal for an in- 
dorsement of “qualitative disarm 
ament” was supported by Ambas- 
sador Nadolny for Germany, and 
Foreign Minister Grandi for Italy 

This left the Americans, the 
British, the Italians and the Ger- 
mans presenting a solid front in 


favor of abolishing certain aggres- 
sive weapons, which is opposed by 
France. The discussion was ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

The conference had previously 
approved, as a general principle, a 
proposal that disarmament be ac- 
complished by stages with succes- 
sive revisions, “after this conference 
has taken a first decisive step by 
general reduction to the lowest pos- 
sible level.” 

During the afternoon Stimson re- 
ceived Charles te Water and 
Thomas R. Wilford, South African 
and New Zealand representatives, 
who are outstanding advocates of a 
strong policy toward Japan in the 
Chinese-Japanese conflict. 

The Chinese-Japanese question 
also was discussed by Stimson in a 
half-hour conversation at the 
league secretariat with Foreign 
Minister Paul Hymans of Belgium 
and Sir John Simon. 

Stimson entertained Foreign Min- 
ister Grandi of Italy at-lunch yes- 
terday and had tea with Chancellor 
Heinrich Bruening of Germany. 
With them he talked disarmament. 
Both Signor Grandi and Dr. Bruen- 
ning have indicated their anxiety 
about the success of the present 
meeting as essential preparation for 
a useful conference at Lausanne, 
where reparations are to. be dlis- 
cussed.

Six Billion Canceled. 

“We canceled the obligations of 
Belgium to the extent of 63.5 per 
cent, of Czecho-Sloyakia 25.1 per 
cent, of France 52.8 per cent, of 
Great Britain 19.7 per cent, of 
Italy 75.4 per cent, of Poland 19.5 
per cent, Of Rumania 25.1 per 
cent, and of Jugo-Slavia 69.7 per 
cent,” in other words, after the 
close of the World War, foreign 
governments were indebted to the 
United States, in round numbers, 
in the sum of $12,000,000,000. But 
when the adjustments had been 
completed the then present value 
of the debt was $5,800,000,900, be- 
ing a cancellation of over $6,000,- 
000,000. This cancellation was 
made in the interest of a better 
economic condition. It was made 
in the interest of financial recov- 
ery and of economic solidarity 
throughout Europe. Those things 
did not happén- Let us not be 
led into further cancellation upon 
a one-sided, incomplete, and unfair 
program.” 

Borah said that the recenf pro- 
posal ofa “distinguished political 
leader” that we forget the debts 
for 20 years was a cancellation 
scheme. As to Smith’s suggestion 
of a cut in the debts amounting to 
25 per cent of the value of the 
goods purchased from us by the 
debtors, he said examination 
show that if the nations in ques- 
tion continifed to buy from us at 
the same average rate as for the 
last few years, the result would be 
the extinguishment of the debt in 
20 years. He said there was noth- 
ing in the Smith proposal to stimu- 
late trade with the United States 
or to open new markets to Ameri- 
can products. 

Private Creditors Would Benefit. 

“There is, however,” he continued, 
“a class of people who would bene- 
fit by acceptance of the proposal. 
We have loaned abroad since 1915 
some $17,000,000,000. The largest 
portion of that sum was loaned in 
Europe. Undoubtedly if the public 
debts were forgotten for 20 years 
the private creditors would be 
greatly advantaged. The American 
taxpayer would be subordinated to 
the interests of the private debtors. 
These claimants could clean_up in 
20 years. 

“tT have no desire to see those 
holding private claims lose, but it is 
not fair or just to ask that all the 
taxpayers surrender their right to 
the collection of these debts in or- 
der that a very few of the taxpayers 
may have the advantage of such 
action.” 

“There is no reason to assume 
that either Great Britain or France 
is unable to meet its obligations, 
and, that being true, there would 
be nothing gained upon the part of 
the American taxpayers by cancel- 
ing $25,000,000 of the debts due us 
for every $100,000,000 of purchases 
made in this country, when those 
foreign nations are under obliga- 
tion to make no greater purchases 
in order to secure the cancellation 
than they have been making here- 
tofore. 

Debts a Small Factor. 

“How much of the budgets of 
European countries are made up of 
the debts due the United States? 
In the budget of Belgium the per- 
centage of our debt is 2.45; in the 
budget of Great Britain, 3.75; Italy, 
1.41 per cent; France, 2.65 per cent. 
In other words, the budgets of 
those nations when considered as 
a whole show that debts are too 
slight to justify the claim that they 
are the source of the troubje in 
Europe. ‘They are a smal Ifactor. 

“But, not one dollar of any of 
those percentages, even: small as 
they are, comes out of France, of 
England, and of Italy, or of the 
other nations of which we may 
speak. The amounts have been col- 
lected from Germany, and I venture

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CAULFIELD CRITICISES 
U. 9, PROFIBITION LAW 


Tells New England Society 
Here Only 1,000,000 Sol- 
diers Could Enforce It. 


Goy. Caulfield spoke of the eight- 
eenth amendment as “fundamen- 
tally wrong,” from the standpoint 
of law and government, in his ad- 
dress to the New England Society 
of St. Louis, at the Coronado Hote! 
last night. The occasion was the 
society’s commemoration of the 
battles of Concord and Lexington. 

“It was never intended that the 
Federal Government should police 
the entire country,” he said. “We 
could enforce the eighteenth 
amendment if we were ready to put 
1,000,000 soldiers into local com- 
munities, but our people would 
never stand for that. That is why 
prohibition is not enforced. 

“Our people, when they have 
found it difficult to deal with prob- 
lems locally. have a tendency to in- 
voke the Federal Government's 
power. The people found the traf- 
fic in liquor to be a great evil—it 
is a terrible traffic—and they 
turned to the Federal Government 


and got the eighteenth amendment. 


The amendment is fundamentally 
wrong, not wrong in purpose, but 
wrong governmentally, and that is 
why we have not been able to suc- 
ceed with it.” 

Caulfield spoke of the divided 
authority of the state Government, 
Saying that each of the _ elected 
state officers was a sort of govern- 
or, giving the state six governors, 
of independent authority, and mak- 
ing for “rotten government.” Thir- 
ty-four boards and bureaus, with 
varying authority, also add to the 
difficulty of good government,” he 
asserted. “The only relationship 
these boards have to the Govern- 
ment,” he said, “is to get money 
from the Treasury.” 

President Walter Williams of the 
University of Missouri spoke gon 
Puritanism and the Puritan char- 
acter, as shown both by the New 
England pioneers and by the build- 
ers of other parts of America.

LONDON, April 20.—Majority 
opinion on the National Govern- 


ment’s budget, introduced in the 
House of Commons yesterday - by 
Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, appeared today 
summed up in the words of a 
prominent Conservative industrial- 
ist who described it as “deeply dis- 
appointing, but not disheartening— 
inconclusive, but in some respects 
hopeful.” 

Liberal opinion, on the whole, 
treated the budget favorably, al- 
though Maj. Gwylim Lloyd George, 
son ef the former leadér of the 
party, described it “4 one of the 
worst budgets in recent years. 

Other free trade Liberals ex- 
pressed themselves as “thankful 
for small mercies,” and commend- 
ed the impartiality of the Chancel- 
lor in ‘granting no one relief be- 
cause he could not ameliorate the 
condition of the umemployed and 
other chief sufferers from the Gov- 
ernment economy program. 

Laborites to Hold Meeting. 

Comment from the labor group 
was confined to disapproval of the 
proposed tax on tea, which James 
Maxton, fiery left-wing member, 
described as worse than the contin- 
ued extra tax on beer. The La- 
borites will hold a meeting tomor- 
row to discuss the budget 

George Lansbury, Laborite lead- 
er, speaking apparently for him- 
self rather than for his party, said 
the budget marked the failure of 
the National Government and was 
“a terrible message of hopeless- 
ness to the unemployed, destitute 
and hard-pressed.” 

Brewers, beer drinkers and in- 
come taxpayers expressed some in- 
dignation that their lot was not 
made easier. The brewers said con- 
tinuation of the extra tax on their 
product was bad, not only for busi- 
ness but for revenue as well, in 
that it reduced consumption to a 
point where revenue from the add- 
ed\tax fell below that obtained be- 
fore the levy was boosted. 


Industries Complain, 


Officers of the Federation of 
British Industries camplained vig- 
orously against what they described 
as the absence of real relief for 
industry and demanded drastic re- 
ductions in national expenditures 
which they held essential to the 
recovery of trade. 

Sugar interests said new colonial 
preferences proposed in the budget 
would not affect the price in Great 
Britain, but one wholesale tea com- 
pany said a duty on that product 
would mean an immediate jump in 
the price. 

There were rumors in parilia- 
mentary quarters that an acute di- 
vergence of opinion among Cabinet 
members induced Chamberlain to 
alter materially his budget inten- 
tions at the last moment. The dis- 
agreement was said to have been 
chiefly concerned with proposed 
additional import duties and reduc- 
tion of the beer tax. The hostility 
of free trade members of the Gov- 
ernment was given as the reason 
for the proposed new tariffs having 
been restricted so as not to yield 
more than £5,000,000 ($19,350,000). 

Viscount Snowden of Ickorn- 
shaw, former Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, appeared in the reports 
as a strenuous opponent to relief of 
the beer trade, insisting that low- 
ering of the beer tax would be in- 
tolerable if tea were to be taxed.

5200-YEAR OLD TOMB 
OPENED IN NILE VALLEY 


Bodies of Two Royal Women 
Found, One Wearing 50- 
Piece Necklace. 


By the Associated Press. 

CAIRO, Egypt, April 20.— The 
bodies of two royal women, buried 
5200 years ago, have been wun- 
earthed in the depths of the Giza 
Plateau, near the Pyramids. 

On opening one of the coffins the 
excavators, who are members of 
the Egyptian University’s archeo- 
logical expedition, found that it 
contained the body of a woman 
about 25, richly adorned with 
jewels. 

She was lying on her back with 
her face turned toward the East. 
Above the head was a golden fillet, 
60 centimeters long (about 24 
inches)... Around the neck wag a 
gold necklace composed of 650 
pieces. 

The left wrist of the second body, 
which is thought to be that of one 
of the women of the fourth dy- 
nasty, bore a bracelet of fine gold 
threads on. which a medium-sized 
cornelian was set. _ 

This woman wore a perfectly-cut 
tunic embroidered with faience 
beads, which was not unlike the 
styles worn today by European and 
American women. 

American archeologists said it is 
extremely rare to find an intact old 
empire tomb, for almost all have 
been pillaged since the Pharaehs 
and their reyal consorts ruled the 
region of the Nile.

Some 
foreign countries would buy a large 
amount of goods just.for the sake of re- 
ducing their indebtedness to us and then 
dump the surplus upon the market. This 
would reduce the market value of our 
goods and we would have to 4ouble our 
exports to offset the reduced values. 
The ultimate end of the Smith plan 
would mean that we would eventually 
have to give away merchandise free of 
charge to all nations buying from us, 

We might as well cancel all debts. It’s 
a more logical and sdunder economic 
procedure. Further, it is not a new 
idea. It is done every day in business,

Im accepting “the recommendation of its Transpor- 


| tation Committee for appointment of a new commit 
‘| tee of three Aldermen to join with the Board of Esti- 


imate and Apportio 


ent in further study of plans 
for a municipally éwned transit system, the Board of 
Aldermen yesterday took another decisive step to- 
ward the way out of this difficult matter. 

As has been related, the report accepted yester- 
day rejects further consideration of a franchise for a 
private operating company and fivors public owner: 
ship as the only way to give the city a modern, uni- 
fied mass transportation system adequate for present 
needs and fyture growth. : 3 

The new committee will work out a practical appli- 
cation of the city’s new policy. It will decide upon 
the types of vehicles to be used, the advisability of 
purchasing present street car and bus systems, or 
parts of tkem, if they can be obtained at a satisfac- 
tory cost, and other matters of detail. The new com- 
mittee will also have power to consider some better 
plan if such can be found. 

Thus the community emerges from the impasse cre- 
ated hy the long and desperate attempts to make good 
the private deal of exploiters. 

With an inadequate transportation system, and 
with unsatisfactory access to the congested down- 
town district, two precious years were wasted by the 
city’s packed Transportation Survey Commission, 
which could not do in two years what the Board of 
Aldermen’s special committee has been able to do in 
a few months. 

There should not be from this time on any obstacle 

to the development of such a transportation system 
as St. Louis sorely needs. In availing itself of the 
services of Cleveland A. Newton, who has ap- 
proached the problem from the disinterested view- 
point of the public interest, the aldermanic commit- 
tee illustrated the difference between action by a pub- 
lic-spirited body and one interested only in private 
ends. : 
The Transportation Survey Commission, which pre- 
ceded it, also retained, ai the public’s expense, a so 
called transportation expert, but he got nowhere, be- 
cause, unlike Mr. Newton, he was trying to serve 
a selfish interest. 

Happily, that battle is over, and the people have 
won it. They owe a great debt of gratitude to Presi- 
dent Neun and the Board of Aldermen. These elected 
representatives of the people have delivered the com- 
munity from the clutches of profiteers and faced it to- 
ward progress.

The French opened the meeting with a proposal 
that the nations build and use only airplanes unsuit- 
ed to military purposes. 

Spain followed with a plan to cut down navies and 
set up international control of munitions. 

The United States came out for abolition of sub- 
marines, restriction of tanks and prevention of bac- 
teriological warfare. 

Italy has announced its willingness to junk war- 
ships, artillery, bombing aircraft and chemical] 
weapons. | 

Germany invites the rest of the nations to go as 
far as it will. 

Russia seeks “universal and total disarmament.” 

Turkey wants offensive weapons prohibited, Nor- 
way an international ban on instruments of aggres- 
sion and Jugo-Slavia the abolition of long-distance- 
firing warships. 

Portugal is after budgetary limitation, Finland the 
demilitarization of frontiers, Rumania the. elimina- 
tion of incitement to war from schdol books. 

Poland and Mexico say they will cut down to only 
enough arms to preserve internal order; China, Bo- 
livia, Lithuania, Chile, South Africa and others have 
taken similar pledges. 

Meanwhile, taxpayers in every country clamor for 
relief from the great burden of armament, and Ge- 
neva feels that it cannot hope to go home without 
having done something about it.’ 
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AMBROSE BIERCE AGAIN. 

Reports that Col. Fawcett is alive in the Brazilian 
jungle have revived speculation about what became 
of Ambrose Bierce. Indeed, a dispatch from Buenos 
Aires has it that the white man said to be living 
with savages is Bierce and not the British explorer. 
That Bierce is still alive is possible, but far from 
probable. The Dictionary of American Biography, 
which chronicles only the dead, includés him. Born in 
a log cabin on Horse Cave Creek, Ohio, June 24, 1842, 
this mysterious figure in American letters would be 
almost 90 now. Furthermore, circumstances of his 
departure argue against his survival, Settling his 
affairs in 1913, he excused himself from his few 
friends and wearily allowed himself to be swallowed 
up in war-torn Mexico. The same wit and apprecia- 
tion of the climactic which distinguished his short 
stories, mafked his farewell. “Good-by,” he wrote. 
“If you hear of my being stood up against a Mex. 
ican wall and shot to rags, please know that I think 
it beats old age, diseases and falling down the cellar

SCIENTIFIC FARM RELIEF. af 


couraging to see nature devising some scientific farm 
relief. % | 

Wheat is up about 15 cents a bushel as the result 
of natural conditions in sQme of the wheat-producing 
nations. At the time our own Farm Board undertook < 
to do something about wheat, the world was produc- 
ing more wheat than itcould consume. This condition 
continued for several years. Only this year is there 
a reversion to the opposite. Wheat is not so plentiful. 

Because of unfavorable conditions, chiefly dry 
weather, it is estimated that there will be a reduction 
of 250,000,000 bushels this year in the winter wheat 
belt of the United States, chiefly Kansas, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Texas and Colorado. George S. Milnor, 
head of the Grain Stabilization Corporation, now 
traveling in Europe for the Farm Board, prédicts 
that the end of the wheat crisis is in sight. Much of 
Europe is in need of wheat, notably France, Italy, 
Germany, Holland, Belgium and Greece. The Span- 
ish Government has ordered immediate importation 
of 1,840,000 bushels of wheat. The Italian Govern- 
ment has raised the allowance of foreign’ wheat to 
25 per cent, its third increase this season. European 
crops are below normal. 

Very much the same thing is true of corn. In the Ar- 
gentine, which is one of the great corn countries, the 
official estimate for this year is 268,000,000 bushels, 
against 414,000,000 bushels last year. Drouth and lo- 
custs are blamed for the decrease. Even volcanic ash 
is said to be hurting the crop. For the third succes- 
sive season, there is a bad condition of moisture this 
year in all of our great corn states, where much of 
the seed is being planted in virtual dust. o 

The law of supply and demand controls the grain’ 
markets. Had nature co-operated at the time the 
Farm Board entered the field, we would be in the 
clutches now of the fallacy that the operations of the 
board increased grain prices. Fortunately, we are 
not suffering from that dejusion.

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AN INTERNATIONAL RADIO FORUM. 

While the radio technicians are delighting listeners- 
in with more efficient sets, and by arranging broad- 
casts from moving trains, submerged submarines, 
zooming airplanes and other difficult spots, progress 
is being made in the cultural development of radio as 
well. The latest plan to use radio’s vast potentialities 
is to forward world relations by means of an inter- 
national forum. Programs on public questions are 
being exchanged between Europe and America by a 
non-political, non-commercial organization, according 
to the proposal of the sponsor, Ira Nelson Morris, 
former American Minister to Sweden. Outstanding 
speakers on both sides vf the Atlantic will take part 
in the program, being carried by a nation-wide chain 
in this country. 

The broadcasts from the Geneva conference and 
other addresses by remote control have been en- 
lightening to American audiences, and have been 
appreciated. A series of the kind now begun will 
do much to bind the nations closer together. How- 
ever, the services of the radio engineer as well as 
of the program director will be required to make the 
scheme thoroughly successful. Too many of the cur- 
rent trans-Atlantic broadcasts are marred by roarings 
and cracklings of static from the moment the foreign- 
accented voice first gives its greeting, “’Allo, Amer- 
ica.” Local broadcasting now is comparatively free 
from such interference. The great radio audience 
will be more responsive to ambitious undertakings 
like the international forum when radio’s inventors 
make it possible to bring voices from overseas with- 
out this annoying disturbance. 
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‘ VILLAINS OR PATRIOTS? : 

Testifying before the Senate Banking and Currency. 
Committee, Richard Whitney, president of the New 
York Stock Exchange, says the banks are holding 
some six billion dollars in loans secured by collateral 
listed on the exchange. He is afraid that “if there 
were no free liquid markets those loans would be- 
come frozen.” 

‘Y hesitate to think what would become of the: 
banking system of the country if that happened,” Mr. 
Whitney added. He insists that short selling is an 
advantage to the market because it is an integral 
part of speculation. Continuing, he explains: “Specu- 
lation and investments make up the markets of the 
world. To take away one-part of speculation or in- 
vestment leaves the remainder like the man with one 
leg. He has lost his equilibrium.” 

If that is true, what reason can there be for not 
making public the names of the short sellers? Their 
function, as Mr. Whitney describes it, is patriotic. 
How, then, can they be villains? |

Britain’s Self-Defensive Tariff 


Because foreign markets were being closed to her, England was forced at last to aban- 
don free trade tradition; U. S. exports will be affected by duties, by empire prefer- 
ences and by British pacts with other nations; domestic firms wil] play larger part 
in home market; Britain may regain old supremacy in world of tariff barriers.

REE trade has been waning in England 

since 1906, but ‘t was not until the elec- 

tions of last October that it was defin- 
itely overthrown. For more than two gen- 
erations it was considered the sacred corner- 
stone of British prosperity. -But from its 
inception it was a foregone conclusion that 
the world must go free trade or else En- 
gland go protection. No nation of great 
importance has followed England into free 
trade, whereas virtually all nations have 
become protective. While her markets re- 
mained freely open to all the world, all 
the markets of the world were slowly closed 
to her. Her free ports encouraged the 
growth of foreign nations and their ham- 
pered ports handicapped hers. In a word, 
free trade policy had all the free on Britain's 
side and all the restriction against her. 
a The war reminded the British of their 
dangerous dependence upon foreign na- 
tions in some essential manufactures. The 
result was the Safeguarding Act, which 
gave a high margin of protection to the 
chemical, automotive and other industries. 
But outside the old revenue duties, which 
were of no protective value (being levied 
on commodities England did not expect to 
produce under any conditions, or else were 
too low to have much value), this was the 
only tariff measure Britain had on tho 
books until Nov. 20, 1931. On that date, a 
protection-wild Parliament adopted the Ab- 
normal Importations Act, authorizing duties 
as high as 100 per cent on certain non-em- 
pire goods, effective until May 19, 1932. Un- 
der this authority, 50 per cent duties were 
imposed on a large number of manufac- 
tured articles; and under similar authority, 
on some agricultural and horticultural prod- 
ucts. Animals, foodstuffs, tobacco, raw 
materials, and articles mainly unmanufac- 
tured were exempt except for certain fresh 
fruits, vegetables, flowers, etc. 
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This was an emergency measure more re- 
lated to the fiscal than the tariff policy, but 


on March 1, Britain formally embarked on 


a normal protective tariff policy with the 
enactment by Parliament of a law imposing 
a general tariff of 10 per cent on all goods, 
except those already taxed and certain ex- 
emptions, imported from outside the Brit- 
ish Empire, The_exception in favor of Em- 
pire goods is to stand until Nov. 15, in order 
to give the dominions time to make up their 
minds how they will deal with the old lady. 
No duty was imposed on wheat, but provi- 
sion is to be made subsequently for a guar- 
anteed price of 10 shillings a hundredweight 
for British-grown wheat up te a maximum 
of 27,000,000 hundredweight annually, pro-

that much domestic wheat by British mills, 

The effects of this tariff legislation, which 
will be supplemented by further permanent 
tariffs when the abnormal provisions ex- 
pire in May, will be felt by the United States. 
in three ways: - 

Directly, through the duties imposed on 
exports to the United Kingdom; through 
preferences extended to British Empire 
products; through fariff-trading treaties 
with other nations. 

Effects in the first group cannot be de- 
termined until the abnormal @uties are suc- 
ceeded by normal and time enough has

elapsed to ascertain how the duties work in 
practice. But on the basis of the $701,- 
000,000 of goods imported from the United 
States in 1930, 75 per cent of American im- 
ports a.e already hit by the British tariffs. 
The remaining 25 per cent, consisting prin- 
cipally of cotton, wheat and meats, is still 
free. ‘This free-trade margin will doubtless 
be reduced after the imperial conference, 
which is to meet in Ottawa in July, deter- 
mines the policies of the dominions in re- 
sponse to the mother country’s departure 
from free trade. 
~ + . 


It seems certain, now that Britain has 
something in the way of trading stock to 
offer, the outcome of the conference will be 
the éstablishment of a system of reciprocal 
tariff concessions between Britain and her 
empire. She is now in a position to offer 
her dominions and colonies substantial ad- 
vantages over their competitors in her great 
markets. Indeed, she will go to the confer- 
ence with preferences already voluntarily in 
force, and with the additional trading ad- 
vantage of being able to withdraw what has 
been given or give more. 

The American share of the British mar- 
ket will probably be still further imperiléd 
by special tariff concessions to foreign coun- 
tries. These, too, will be double-barreled 
in their reaction on the United States’ great- 
est foreign market, for they will give our 
competitors a larger share of the British 
market and Britain a,larger share of their 
markets 

Argentina, for example, may nose further 
into the British corn and wheat market and 
let Britain oust’us from some of our exports 

Of manufactured goods to the Southern re- 
public. At present, we have no weapons with 
which to meet these prospective reciprocal 
treaties. Our tariff is a level one for all 
comers, with no provisions for variation ex- 
cept by the Tariff Commission on the basis 
of production costs. 

It is not to be wondered at that Britain 
is looking forward to a boom in factory 
building, which has in fact begun. The 
opportunity of British factories in the home 
market is already distinctly wider, and they 

are being endowed with new mans of ac- 
cess to foreign markets. In both these re- 
spects, the suspension of the gold standard 
is for the time being helpful. As against 
the gold standard countries, the depreci- 
ated paper pound. operates to restrict im- 
ports and encourage exports, as it means in 
the first instante higher: priies and in the 
latter lower prices. 

While it is true that England has not yet 
experience] muc of ” predicted increase 
in. exports as a result of her depreciated 
currency or any net decrease of imports as 
a result of her tariff revolution, sufficient 
time has not elapsed for the pudding to be 
proved by eating. Moreover, the true test 
of prot n cannot be expected until pres- 
ent abnormal conditions of finance and 
trade, domestic and external, throughout 
the world have been improved.

Nor does she emphasize her han- 
dicap offstage, takes no credit to 
herself for supporting herself and 
contributing to the support of her 
parents for 10 years through the 
development of other talents, 

Even her prospectuses, used in 
obtaining lecture and reading en- 
gagements all over the country, fail 
to mention that she is blind save in 
an occasional sentence in excerpts 
from reviews written by others. Al- 
though she has traveled over much 
of the country and hopes some day 
to obtain European engagements 
she lives at 4237A South Grand 
boulevard and maintains a studio 
there. 

“T’ve never used my blindness as 
a selling point,” Miss McGuire, who 
is 29 years old and looks younger, 
said, “partly because I don’t see 
what that has to do with whatever 
attainments I may possess, I prefer 
to present my work on its merits. 

“Besides, blindness isn’t such a 
handicap. I don’t worry about it. I 
just regard it as something in the 
way. A detour, that’s all, requiring 
a little more effort to keep on the 
road of normal life. 

“T think I lead a pretty normal 
life and I’m sure it’s a happy one. 
My recreation? Well, I go to the 
movies—some of the sound pictures 
like ‘Arrowsmith’ and “The Man 
Who Played God’ are wonderful. 
And I seldom miss a play or a con- 
cert.”’ 

“It may seem undignified,” she 
confided, “but*’my biggest thrill at 
college wasn’t when I got my Phi 
Beta Kappa key but when I won a 
pole-climbing contest.

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Reports from boat yards are that 
the. usual’ spring orders for over- 
hauling and outfitting are coming 
in slowly; if at all. While builders 
and yacht brokers approached to- 
day, cautiously declined to reveal 
exactly which yachts are not to be 
put into service, all reluctantly 
agreed the number will not be 
large. 

As one broker, who deals exclu- 
sively in the larger yachts pointed 
out, “the weather is necessarily an 
important element, and*there is no 
way of telling how many owners 
will change their minds as the sea- 
son advances.”

These conditions are descriptive 
of other neighboring storage points, 
including the marine basin at 
Stamford, Conn., where only four 
men are now employed.

1,725,660, Czecho-Slovakia 1,647,-

the burden which makes any pro- 
posal to bring relief by cancelling 
debts almost absurd. 


A Futile Thing. 

“These countries are armed at 
this time more completely than they 
have ever been at any time except 
in the midst of the great World 
War. To cancel debts of a com- 
paratively few million dollars upon 
the theory that it is going to help 
the business and economic condi- 
tions of Europe without a change 
in this situation is, in my judgment, 
a perfectly futile thing. It is sim-

“Even more important to recov- 
ery than the question of armaments 
is that of reparations.

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there be recovery. until reparations

“The key to the European situa- 
tion, for good or for bad, is the 
reparation problem.

Goods Sold on Cruise as Step to 
Offset Chinese Boy- 
cott. 


By the Associated Press. 
MANILA.—A new idea in trade 


| promotion was presented here when 
| Japanese articles were offered for 


sale to visitors on two battleships 
of the naval training squadron, 
Iwate and Asama. 

Manila’ is the first foreign port 
the ships visited on a four-month 
10,000-mile tour of ports in the Far 
Kast. 

he primary purpose of the trip 
was to train the 200 midshipmen 
abouird, but the opportunity to 
stimulate trade in Japanese goods 
was made the most of. 

Several hundred American and 
Filipino visitors who were conveyed 
to the ships as they lay at anchor 
inside ‘the breakwater, only a few 
hundred yards from eight Ameri- 
can destroyers, received beer and 
sandwiches free, while match 
stands, small Japanese flags and 
such souvenirs were sold in sec- 
tions of cach ship converted into 
miniature bazars. The sales here 
were estimated at $10,000. 

The ships left for Saigon, Indo- 
China, after their three-day stay 
here, during which the 1500 offi- 
cers and men were Officially feted. 
The vessels will visit Singapore, 
Batavia, Java, then six Australian 
and New Zealand ports and Suva, 
Fiji Islands, 

The squadron sailed March 1 
from Yokusuka, Japan, and is 
scheduled to return July 14. 

Both ships are more than 30 
years old and were used in the 
Russo-Japanese War. Vice Ad- 
miral Nobujiro Imamura, who wit- 
nessed the World War battle of 
Jutland from a British battleship, 
is in command. 

With the Chinese boycott severely 
hampering Japanese exports and 
shipping, extraordinary means have 
been taken to stimulate trade. In 
February a commercial] vessel, the 
Unukai Maru No. 3, brought a 
party of business men from Japan 
to Manila on-a trade stimulation 
tour throughout the Far East. 
Official figures put the value of 
Japanese goods imported by the 
Philippines last year at $9,000,000. 
The Philippine exports to Japan are 
comparatively small. 


DRY CHIEF DEFENDS AGENTS 
WHO KILLED STORE-KEEPER 


WASHINGTON. — The Govern- 
ment has come to the defense of 
two prohibition agents who have 
been indicted for murder and are 
to be tried May 18 at Dallas, Tex., 
for killing Marion McGlothlin, coun- 
try storekeeper. He attacked them 
while they tried to arrest an al- 
leged bootlegger. 

Prohibition Director Woodcock 
said he believed they had acted in 
self-defense. He announced sus- 
pension of the two men, however, 
as not measuring up to the stand- 
ard required by his bureau, but said 
his action should not work against 
them in the criminal case. 

“This country has for generations 
generally approved violence on the 
part of its law-enforcing officers, 
and, for that matter, violence gen- 
erally.

St. Paul Judge Accepts Testament 
Distributing $10,000 to Three 
Needy Heirs. 
By the Associated Press, 
ST. PAUL, Minn., April 20.— 
Judge Albin Pearson yesterday ad- 
mitted to probate the will of Wil- 
liam .H. Riley, 65 years old, a pow- 
er company employe who before his 
death in 1928 named a blind news- 
paper vender and two boys, one 
crippled and the other the oldest 
in a family of nine children, as 
heirs to his $10,000 estate. 
Riley, who had no known rela- 
tives, wrote the will in longhand, 
without witnesses, and as such it 
was void under Minnesota law. The 
Legislature passed a special act 
making possible the distribution of 
his money as he intended, 
The heirs are Thomas Rowen,

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 20.— 
Persons high in the official family 
of Gov. James Rolph Jr. predict 
that Thomas J. Mooney, San Fran- 
cisco Preparedness day bomb ex- 
plosion convict, will be denied a 
pardon. 

Gov. Rolph was to have an- 
nounced his decision today, but 
postponed the announcement till to- 
morrow, and there were rumors to- 
day of a further postponement un- 
til after his returh, May 1, from 
a conference of Governors at Nor- 
folk, Va. The Governor is under- 
stood to be considering delaying his 
action until after May day, lest his 
decision incite radical demonstra- 
tions. 

Gov. Rolph has turned all the 


law points of tne case over to his 
friend, Matt I, Sullivan, former 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court. 
Sullivan is understood to have pre- 
pared the more technical parts of 
the Governor's decision. 

One of the significant features 
of the deliberations is the fact that 
Sullivan has had the almost con- 
stant assistance of Capt. Charles 
Goff, head of the bomb squad at 
the time of the 1916 explosion, and 
Goff is opposed to any pardon. 

The Mooney defense forces have 
practically abandoned hope of fa- 
vorable action. 

From his cell in San Quentin 
prison, Mooney recently issued a 
statement to the effect he did not 
expect to receive the pardon. 

Rolph was Mayor of San Fran- 
cisco in 1916 and was leading the 
Preparedness day parade when the 
explosion occurred, killing 10 and 
injuring 40 persons. On several 
occasions Gov. Rolph has pointed 
out that, in spite of the fact that 
some of the best detective brains 
in the country have worked on the 
case, no one has ever been pro- 
duced on whom the guilt could be 
attached other than Mooney and 
his associate, Warren K. Billings. 

“If Mooney is not guilty,” the 
Governor has said in private con- 
versations, “bring me the guilty 
person and I will pardon Mooney.” 

Reports are current that if the 
Governor denies Mooney a pardon,

Clayton has a lower town tax 
rate than 28 other small cities in 
Missouri and Iowa, a survey by 
Clayton officers shows.

Questionnaires were sent to 41

FUROPEAN CURRENCY 
RULES HAMPER TRAVEL 


Conference in Budapest to Seek 
Way Out of Present Tan- 
gle of Decrees. 


By the Associated Press. 
BUDAPEST, April 20.—Tourist 


travel in Europe this summer may 
lose many of its complications if 
the Mid-European Currency Con- 
ference to be held here May 14 to 


16 achieves its aim. 
At the invitation of the Buda- 
pest Chamber of Commerce, econo- 
mists and banking experts from 
Austria, Hungary, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Jugo Slavia and the other coun- 
tries now entangled in a maze of 
foreign exchange regulations will 
gather here to discuss ways of es- 
cape from the jungle of decrees. 
The baffling feature of most of 
these décrees is that they are de- 
signed to protect the country in 
which they are issued, but actually 
succeed in adding to the innumer- 
able obstacles already confronting 
anyone whose business or pleasure 
takes him or his money across na- 
tional boundaries. 
Apparently no one in Central Eu- 
rope dares to hope that the free 
flow of money and tourists across 
borders will be entirely restored 
before autumn, at earliest. 
The difficulty is that every coun- 
try with foreign currency restric- 
tions wants to encourage foreign- 
ers with money to come in, but at 
the same time wants to prevent its 
own citizens from traveling any- 
where but at home. ° 

“See Austria first,’””’ “See Hun- 
gary first’ and similar slogans 
are being reinforced with decrees 
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country with more than enough 
money for a meal or two. 

For a while, in both Hungary 
and Austria, it was pogsible tot buy 
with native currency not only a 
ticket abroad, but coupons good for 
hotel accommodations at a foreign 
destination. So the bar on carry- 
ing money out of the:country was 
not fatal. But now both Hungary 
and Austria have shut down on 
‘such dealings. 

Virtually the only citizens now 
able to spend a vacation abroad 
are those to whom foreigners owe 
money. Such people can ask to 
have the money paid them after 
they arrive on the Riviera, or 
wherever they are going. 

Others, who have no foreign cur- 
rency, can buy tickets only as far 
as the border. Even if they hap- 
pen to have plenty of foreign cur- 
rency they are permitted to take 
out only a trifling amount. 

If the regulations remain as they 
are, the only travelers likely to see 
Europe in anything like comfort 
this summer will be American, 
French, Swiss or other tourists 
able to equip themselves bounti- 
fully with American currency or 
other bank notes still considered as 
“good as gold,.”’ ‘ 

Bven these must be careful to 
inquire about the latest regulations 
at each new border; otherwise they

GT AGS REMOVAL 
OF MARKETST, TRACKS 


Cites Curtailed Trolley Service 
Downtown if P. S. Co. 
Request Is Granted. 


‘ 


The city opposes abandonment 
of car tracks in a downtown sec- 
tion of widened Market street. It 
filed a protest with the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission today. 

A hearing was conducted last 


week ‘by the commission on the 
application of the Public Service 
Co. to remove its tracks in Mar- 
ket, between Sixth and Twenty- 
first streets. — 

General Manager Greenland in- 
dicated then the likelihood that a 
request would be made later to 
take up the rails in Market be- 
tween Twenty-first and Vandeven- 
ter avenue. Cost of relocating and 
repaving the track in connection 
with the widening is the company’s 
chief reason for the application. 
It estimates this cost at $500,000, 
between Sixth and Vandeventer. 

The city, which has intervened 
in the -proceeding, characterized 
the pending application as a “mere 
piecemeal attempt to deal with a 
major problem of mass transporta- 
tion.” It related that the expense 
of relocating and repaving the 
tracks is a franchise obligation. 
The company’s action is embar- 
rassing the city, the protest con- 
tinues, because the city is about 
to let contracts for paving the wid- 
ened thoroughfare on the assump- 
tion the company would bear its 
share. 

As long as the company enjoys 
a@ monopoly it should be compelled 
to discharge its obligations to the 
public, the city declares. The pro- 
test characterizes the Market street 
case as a forerunner ‘of more seri- 
ous changes, 

A major rerouting downtown of 
the Compton, Bellefontaine, South- 
ampton, Laclede, Market, Bight- 
eenth, Cherokee and Tower Grove 
lines is invoived in the track re- 
moval, the city asserts. It declares 
this should be “related to a gon- 
eral plan which has for its pur- 
pose the preservation of an entire, 
adequate transportation system.” 

Market street must have continu- 
ous and adequate transportation, 
the city insists, pointing out that 
no proposel for substitution of 
busses has been made. In case re- 
moval of tracks is permitted, ade- 
quate bus service should be in 
stalled, it argues. Further hearings 
on the application are requested by 
the city. 

The purpose of widening Market 
is to provide ‘an arterial highway 
for public as well as private trans- 
portation and it was never contem- 
plated that ahy part of the street 
should be left without service, the 
city declares. The width could 
have been made 80 instead of 100 
feet, at a saving of $1,000,000 fo 
$2,000,000 for taxpayers had it 
been known tracks were to be re- 
moved. The city contends that left 
turns for trolleys at Twenty-first 
and Market and Twenty-first and 
Pine, in connection with rerouting, 
would be dangerous and would in- 
terfere with traffic: It believes the 
rerouting would spoil Pine as a ve- 
hicular entrance to the business 
district,

Burlack, Mary Dalton; Gilmer Bra- 
dy and Henry Story, were re-in- 
dicted on the riot charge yester- 
day. New bills already had been 
reutrned against the other two, Joe 
Carr and M. H. Powers. The new 
indictments replace bills thrown 
out on demurrers for lack of spe- 
cific charges. 

The new indictments charge the 
defendants with aiding in organi- 
zation of the Communist party and 
Communistic groups here for over- 
throw of the present form of Gov- 
ernment by rioting and other vie- 
lence.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 20.— 
Financial benefit as well as enforce- 
ment of motor vehicle laws is de- 
rived from opcrations_of the State 
highway patrol, the second quar- 
terly report of Col. Lewis Ellis -" 
Gov. Caulfield shows. 

Motor vehicle receipts reported 
by the State Treasurer show a gain 
of $83,533 for the past four months 
“18 compared with the same period 
last year. The increase for Janu- 
ury alone was 166 per cent over and 
above the receipts for «the same 
month in 1931. 

“The actual increase undoubted- 
ly will prove to be even greater, for 
the reason that collections in ‘the 
branch license. bureaus over’ the 
State are not reported in full until 
later in the year,’’ Col. Ellis said. 
“The Motor Vehicle Commissioner 
advises that preliminary reports 
show a large increase in all branch 
offices, and comments that the 
hic¢hway patrol has stimulated mo- 
tor vebicle license sales.” 

Col. Ellis said a conservative ¢es- 
timate on the saving to automobile 
owners by the recovery of stolen 
cars during the past quarter would 
be $30,000, and more than. $50,000 
for the entire period, since the pa- 
trol started operation, Nov. 24, 
1931.

“A generally high state of effi- 
ciency has been developed within
